His voice is extremely weak, 
and he has a very unpleasant lisp; yet, with all these defects, he has 
some merit unconnected with his great name; for a first appearance, 
his self-possession, and clegance of deportment, and action, were very 
remarkable, and he has all the appearance of a gentleman, and read 
the part correctly, classically, and with elegance.
